The Santa Baj-baVa oil spill of 
January, 1969, was, in the light of 
drilling experience in tlve channel 
up to that time, an unforeseeable 
accident, a' fluke response by 
Mother Ea^th to man'^ intriisions 
into her thin skin that took even 
government geologists by surprise. 

This sort of thing happens. 

The February, 1970, spill in the 
Gulf of Mexico off Louisiana — 
called a much worse disaster than 
Santa Barbara by Secretary of the 
Interior Walter J. Hiclcel — was, 
however/;- apparently both 
foreseeable and preventabl^r 

This sort of thing definiteiyjoes 
not have to happen. r 

Hickel-has-areeused-the-Ghevr«n^ 
Oil Company, operator of the still 
uncontrolled well, of some 137 
' 'sepf^rfite violations of federal 
drillil(ig regulations in its bloc' of 
wells in this area. 

Chief of these was the company's 
unauthorized removal of a 
downhold storm choke (a safety- 
device to stop oil flow when it 
begins surging) on the well 
responsible for a massive oil sJlck 
endangering coastal wildlife and 
fisheries. He believes this to be the 
possible cause of the fire which 
struck the well on Feb. 10, followed 
by a runaway gusher thEit at its 
height leaked 1,000 barrels of crude 
oil a day into the waters of the Gulf.'

Head of the U.S. Geological Survey, 
the choke, evidently was removed 
because it was reducing production 
on the well.

With or without government 
prosecution, -with or without the . 

-public's .gro\ving alarm over 
pollution and its wearing patience 
with those who. cause it, this latest 
oil spill spectacular has taught the 
oil industry — all. industry — a 
funamental lesson in economics 

. that should never have been needed 
to be taught: Shortcutting dh safety 
to enhance immediate profits can 
be exceedingly expensive in the 
long run.

■ Tomorrow is Earlh Day. 'And 
across America — at its more than 
2,000 campuses, at more tlian twice 
that numlur of high schools, at the 
entrances of auto tunnels and busy 
Intersections, wading In the waters 
of rubble-filled streams, at the 
edge . of once proud and pure 
mighty rivers — citizens will be 
having their say 'about what Is 
happening to the quality ol physical 
lite In their country. 

One must caution at the outset 
that Eorlh Day ought not to be 
marred by the kind of street 
violence which has threatened to 
discredit oiher contemporary mass 
protests. One hopes for sanity in 
the demonstrations and ob- 
servances precisely because the 
cause itself is of such overriding 
Itnportance. If there be one Issue 
which should unite the people, in 
which old and young, urban and 
aut-city have a stake, it is the 
question of arresting . the 
deterioration of the environment 
brought on by crowding and 
technology. 

Kevolutlonnry (ih the best sense 
ol the word) concepts arc emerging 
us u result of the new ecology 
awareness. For instance, II was 
long thought that the production of 
more and more material goods was 
the line of infinite progress for 
modern man. But no more, 
Economists and scientists are now 
saying lher« may have to be a limit 
put on material wants. Oi;> o( the 
least, that the producer will jhnve to 
make provision for the hi|rmlo»s 
disposal of material products. 



Already, as in the Nader-led at- 
tempt to get environment and 
consumer representation on 
General iWotors Corporation's 
board of directors, the commercial 
world is facing a new kind of 
demand to look out for the public 
weal. 

Government, too, is stirring in 
this spring of environmental 
awareness. From oil slicks to the 
dumping of dredge wastes in the 
nation's waters, from the effects of 
Jet noise to the allowable limit of 
pollutants from smokestacks, the 
government is weighing or taking 
action. Two years ago vice- 
presidential hopeful Edmund 
Muskie seemed almost alone in 
national politics to have taken up 
the environmental cause. And now 
u President has elevated ecology to 
the first rank of his ad- 
. ministration's crusades. 
, Of course, with the expected 
effusiveness of tomorrow's ob- 
servances should go u realism. The 
Job of cleaning up the environment 
will not be easy. It won't be enough 
to ban a few InHecticldes 
herbicides, or fine a list of \imi[ 
companies,' to. ond environmental 
decay. 

Americans stil) are essentially a 
llttcr(ng people', who feel they can 
hide their casloff wastes In li 
lioundless frontier. What Is most 
needed Is t6 recognize that what 
was once a frontier is now someone 
else's backyard, Perhaps Earth 
Pay will help awaken the nation to

SVAY RIENG PROVINCE, 
Cambodia — The perilous 
sltunlion of CnmlMdtan troops 
in this southern Imrder province 
lust week reflected how much 
Uie Immediate fate of Cambodia 
rests with IM North Vict- 
nanjese polltb\u-o., 

Svayrlcngvllle, the province 
capital, faced. Vietnamese 
Communist troops on the north, 
south, and oast. A Cambodian 
brigade wns dug In on a mile- 
long line east of the city facing 
the Communist-held town ol 
f^usot, after having rolreatcd 
from tho borders. Ftir a month. 
Uie Cambodian army has been 
entrenching to defend tho 
capitals of Svay Hlung and 
other border provlnceu, 
. Itj) chances range from poor 
to hopclcM. The nrmy, hastily 
expanded from 18,000 to 28,000 
cotnliut aokilerH, ia poorly 
trained, unov'only led, and 
( horribly equipped.

I am reluctant to take at face 
value the guess that smoke* 
filled rooms caused that man's 
lung cancer.- There are other 
causes of lung cancer. And if It 
takes 30 or 40 years of smoking 
to cause cancer, how much 
longer must It take to ex- 
perience an equivalent amount 
of Irritation from a smoky 
room? 

On the other hand, I am quite 
free to agree that smoke-filled 
rooms arc not a problem to be 
ignored. Tho smudge and odor 
can be utterly dlstoatcful to non- 
smokers, and for some In- 
dividuals It Is worse tljun thot, 
Sqmc oro especially sensitive to 
tobac(.'o smoke, resulting In 
cough, throat irritation, and 
soinetUnes eye Irritation.

The hair transplants depend 
un moving tufts of hair from a 
piirt of the head where there Is 
plenty to areas where there Is 
little.

son Hcc^e, and Reese's sons.
